San Francisco, December 29.-—-Secrat 


called today to an inflammatory paper 
published in‘ Berkeley by Japanese, en- 
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titled The Revolution, in which the as- 
sassination of the mikado, Presiden: 
Roosevelt and others in authority is aa- 
ysocated in plein language. 
copies of the paper were sent through 
the mail to the board of education in 
this city... . 

The pa er was mailed in Berkeley. It 
is printed in both Japanese and English. 
The articles in the latter language are 
the ones that advocate assassination. 

The following language is used .in re- 
lation to the attitude of President 
Roosevelt on the Japanese school qués- 
tion: 

“We believe that such a thing asthe 
trifling legislation’ ‘whrch the capitalist 
from time to time fling to 
the workers will prove,of no avail; that 
it is about as effective as the tiny stream 
from a baby’s water gun thrown into 
a raging fire. 

“our policy is toward the overthrow of 
the mikado, king and president, as) 
representing the capitalist class, as soon, 
as possible, and we do not hesitate as 
to the means,” :

WORKMEN, MURDERED 
~ OW WAY TO FACTORIES 


Socialists Seem Determined to Bring 
on Anarchy—Thousands of Per- 
sons Are Fleeing to Es- 
cape the Reign of 
‘Terror. 


Lodz, December 29.—The situation 
here is rapidly becoming acute. ‘San- 
Suinary encounters were frequent 
during the day. Six persons have 
been killed and twelve wounded. The 
authorities at first supine, are more 
active and preparing to meet all emer- 
gencies. It is generally anticipated 
that the workmen will eventully. su- 
cure the upper hand over the socialists, 
drive out the agitators and resume 
work with in a few days. 

The principal Polish banks say they 
do not fear any financial difficulties 
among the farms which have-~ been 
forced to close down their works. 

Factories to Be Closed. 

The proprietors of seven of the larg- 
est factories here, employing 10,000 
persons, today announced their inten- 
tion of closing their establishments 
this evening on account of the system 
of terrorism inaugurated by the ex- 
treme socialists. The announcement 
caused great excitement among the 
inhabitants generally, who fear that 
when this great army of unemployed 
persons begins to feel the want of 
bread, rioting will occur. The factory, 
employees, as a rule, are without any 
means of support during the hard 
winter months. One of the principal 
mill owners informed a correspondent 
that the employers’ were compelled to 
close down because the militant social- 
ists control the entire city and are 
murdering all those who do not ac- 
cept their demands. 

Many Workmen Murdered. 

The socialists here yesterday mur- 
dered po less than a score of nation- 
alist Workmen in this city and vicinity 
and they threatened to organize street 
riots and compel citizens, at the point 
of revolvers, to feed and lodge 
unemployed. 

The manager of the Scheiblers Cot- 
ton mills and the foreman and engin- 
eer of another factory were murdered 
during the night by socialists and the 
engineers of those and other estab. 
lishments, fearing assassination, re- 
fused this morning to return to their 
work. Conesquently four of the lgarg- 
est cotton mills shut down early today 
and others will close this evening. The 
four which locked out their men this 
morning were the two Scheibler mills 
and the Poznanski £ Graham mills, 
which collectively employ about 25,000 
men, but double that number are in- 
directly affectel. Several street en- 
counters occurred during the morning. 
The engineers and skilled artisans are 
leaving Lodz Many of the wealthiest 
inhabitants of Lodz have left in an- 
ticipation of disorder. 

All the local factories have been closed 
down indefinitely. The workmen are dis- 
persing quietly. The authorities are con- 


centrating a large number of additional 
troops.

| 190. votes to 100. The bill only requires 


the signature of: President Fallieres, and 
as that is assured, it is now virtually a 
law. 


Text of the Bill. 


The bill passed by the senate is as fol- 
lows: 


“Article 1. Independently of the asso- 
ciationg contemiplated by the law of De- 
cember 9, 1906, public worship can be 
held by means of associations under the 
law of July |, 1907, as well as in virtue 
of the public meetings law of June 80, 
188i, under individual initiative. 

“Article 2. Even in default of the cul- 
tural associations provided for by the 
law of December 9, 1905, .the usage of 
edifices intended for worship as well as 
the furniture contained therein, shall 
remain at the disposition of the faithful 
and of the clergy for the practice o¢ 
their religion. The free .wsage of the 
churches may be accorded either to asso- 
ciations formed under the law of July 
|, 1901, or to clergy designated under the 
declarations prescribe by article 25 of 
the law of December 9, 19065. This usage, 
however, shall be made under the condi- 
tions stated in article 15 of the last m@gn- 
tioned law, by means of an administra- 
tive act either by the prefect, for the 
property placed under sequester, when 
such property belongs to the state or de- 
partments, or by the mayor, when it 
belongs to thé communes. The above 
mentioned regulations will apply. to edi- 
fices intended for worship which having 
belonged fo ecclesiastical establishments 
will have. been assigned by decree to 
charitable Institutions under article 9 of 
the law of December 9. 1905. 

State Records Froperty. 

“Article 3. With the promulgation of 
the present law the stite, the depart- 
ments, and the commutes, will recover 
; the free usé of the epissopal mansions, 
presbyteries, seminaries, and so forth, 
which are their property, and the use-of 
which has not been claimed by an asso- 
ciation formed under the law of Decem- 
ber 9, 1905. At the same time, lodging 
indemnities, falling upon communes where 
there is no presbytery, will cease. 

“Article 4. The property of ecclesias- 
tical establishments not claimed by as- 
sociations constituted under the law of 
December 9, 1905, will be assigned, upon 
the promulgation of this act, to charita- 
ble institutions, as provided by article 
9 of said law, without prejudice to as- 
signments which may be made under 
articles 7 and 8 concerning property not 
dedicated to public worship. ( 

“Article 5. At the expiration of one 
month after the enactment of the present 
law allowances made wnder the law of 
December 9, 1905, to the clergy who 
have failed to carry out the requirements 
of that law, will be suppressed. The 
failure of members of the clergy to ful- 
fill the requirements of the law will in 
each case be determined by a joint de- 
cision of the minister of justice and the 
minister of finance. 

“Article 6. All the provisions of the law 
of December 9, 1905, will remain in full 
foree insofar as they are not in contra- 
diction with the present act.’’

St. Petersburg, December 30.—Accus- 
tomed as people here are to new develop- 
ments in revolutionary methods, no little 
consternation has ‘been caused by the 
latest police discoveries regarding the 
manufacture of bombs.-For a long time 
it has been rumored that the bombs 
thrown in this city and at Moscow must 
be poisoned, as fragments found lave 
borne traces of some such treatment. 
Now, there is no doubt left—a woman’s 
flat having just been searched by the 
police with convincing results. A quan- 
tity of cylinders was found of such wun- 
usual thickness that experts,at once said 
they were intended to contain a strong 
poison. Further inquiries proved that 
bombs of this cylindrical form are filled 
with compressed air, carbonic acid, or 
any other gas guaranteed to make the 
cylinder explode with tremendous force. 
This is the reason why one bomb will 
blow several people into fragments. Ex- 
perts affirm that horses which have died 
without an incised wound on them, but 
with the skin cracked all over: their 
bodies, have been the vyictims of the 
diabolical instruments. It is further af- 
firmed that a man hit with even a small 
piece of such a bomb cannot live, how- 
ever slight the wound may be, as acute’ 
blood poisoning immediately sets in. 

But. it is not only bombs that are 
poisoned. Letters are now treated in the 
Same way. A certain Moscow official 
was at his club when a messenger 
brought a letter to his fiat. fHis wife 
who was. inclined to jealousy, seeing the 
envelope was addressed in ia woman’s 
hand, opened it. She had Scarcely begun 
to read it when she fell down in a faint, 
dying some four hours afterwards it 
was found that the notepaper contained 
some subtle poison, which, according to 
the letter, was meant for the official. 
Public men now warn their wives to be- 
ware of inquisitiveness, lest the same fate 
overtakes them which befell the lady at 
Moscow. 

Quiet people, of whom there are still a 
few left here, are asking themselves 
whether they live in the twentieth cen- 
tury or in some hideous nightfhare, where 
poisoned bullets, letters and bombs play 
the chief part, and count their yictims

Mrs. Ayrton enjoys two other enviable 
distinctions. She ts the only woman 
member of the Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers, and four years ago she ‘was 
nominated a fellow of the Royal Society. 
This was the first time the highest 
tribunal of English science has nom- 
inated a woman, It was such an honor 
that it attracted immense attention ev- 
erywhere, and opinion was express 
that the election of a woman was illegal. 
The Royal Society thereupon took the 
highest judicial opinion, which was, that 
the council had no power to elect a wom- 
an.

She is well known in the United States, 
for she visited there six years ago, and 
at. the electrical congress in Chicago, 
read one of the most interesting of the 
papers.

SHAKESPEARE’S FAME 
IN GREATEST DANGER 


Special Cable. 
ONDON, December 29—‘‘Roger, ear! 
2g of Rutland, wrote the tmmortal 
works attributed to William 
Shakespeare.’’ This’ is the bombshell, 
which, as the cable has already told all 
America, was exploded in the world of 
letters last week by Dr. Karl Bleibtrue, 
of Berlin. 

But it not alone literary  circies 
which are aflame with the newest the- 
ory—the men and women of all degrees 
are intensely interested. Ofttimes in the 
300 years since Shakespeare lived in the 
flesh. had the world been told that the 
comedian who got drunk regularly at she 
Mermaid tavern could never have penned 
the matchless tragedies and comedies that 
bear his name. But of all these theories 
only one created scholarly and world- 
wide attention. And that emanated from 
the United States—from Mrs. Callup and 
Ignatius Donnelley. There are still di- 
vided camps in the world as to whether 
or no Francis Bacon was the secret au- 
thor of the works known as Shakes- 
peare’s. It was largely the erudition 
and standing of Donnelley that made the 
Bacon theory a question of real moment. 

it is now Dr. Bleibtreu’s reputation 
which has aroused such keen interest [tn 
his new theory as to the authorship of 
the plays. Dr. Bleibtreu is renowned as 
Germany's greatest litterateur and 
Shakesperean scholar. He is a son of 
the famous painter, George Bleibtreu. 
Among his ampst notable works affecting 
literature are “‘The Byron Secret’ and 
‘‘History of English Literature.’ In this 
latter, strange to say, in view of his pres- 
ent attitude, he championed the cause of 
the Bard of Avon against the advocates 
of the Baconian theory.

This week he publishes his work, ‘The | 


True Shakespeare,’ in which he makes 
the positive statement that he has at 
last discovered the S®Shakesperean . secret 
and that Roger, earl of Rutland, son-in- 
law of Sir Philip Sidney, is the true au- 
thor. 

The eminent German literary critic, Dr. 
Walther Turszinsky, has come out with 
an announcement enthusiastically sup- 
porting the new theory. He says: “Pre- 
tessor Bleibtreu is a literary Columba 
His astonishing discovery is as important 


in the realm of literature as the discov-, 


ery of America by Christopher Columbus 
Was geographically and politically. His 
conclusions to me are irresistible. Wil- 
lam Shakespeare, of Stratford-on-Avon, 
has been enjoying unmerited fame for 
800 years. Now Professor Bleibtrue has 
exposed the sham, and brought the truth 
to light.”’

The Year in Detail.

gre reported by manufacturers, and 
wholesalers and jobbers have been ac- 
tive as never before on spring business. 
Perhaps the heaviest future business done 
in any line has been that booked in iron 
and steel in all its forms. And what is 
true of this generally regarded barometer 
of trade is also largely the case in cot- 
ten goods of all kinds.; In addition, 
woolen dress goods, hosiery and knit 
fabrics, linens, to a small extent silks, 
and copper, hardware, rubber goods, lum- 
ber, farm machinery and a long list ot 
other products are in excellent demand. 
Far from affecting future trade, the high 
ievel of all prices seems to stimulate 
operations, and a close analogy to past 
experience in stock markets is afforded 
in the active buying at advancing prices 
now witnessed. .All sections of the com- 
munity seem to be prosperous and spen4- 
ing more freely than ever before, ‘Inree 
features with a bearing upon the future 
are labor, prices and money. Scarcity of 
the first, thereby favoring further insist- 
ent demands, and the higher tendency of 
the second, may push matters to a point 
where production and consumption alike 
might be checked. The strain in money— 
& world-wide condition, perhaps, but one 
felt here most, because prosperity nas 
been so pronounced—seems to have so 
far only brought a small measure of con- 
servatism. In the absence of now unfore- 
seen happenings, a very. large, if not rec- 
ord, year’s business seems within reach, 
modified as it may be by the effects or 
the forces above named and the crop de- 
velopments of 1907.

, At the Source of the Nile. 

I expect to visit the source of the 
Nile during this trip about Lake Victo- 
ria. The Nile flows out of the lake 
through Napoleon gulf, over a wonder- 
ful falls, with a desceni so great that an 
enormous electric power can there be 
developed. This matter is now under 
consideration by the British government. 

Below Uganda, for hundreds of miles, 
there are vast beds of papyrus reeds, 
which it is though: some day may furn- 
ish the paper supply of Europe. The 
ancient Egyptians made their paper of 
papyrus, and the scrolls of the Alexan- 
drian library were of this material. The 
place where it grows best is known as 
the Sudd, a region of swamps, but* one 
which in its paper possibilities equals, 
so I am told, that of the wood pulp for- 
ests of Canada and of the United States. 

Big Things in Africa. 

We are wont to think that we have all 
of the big things of the world. We deal 
in superlatives and talk about our big 
country, our Niagara Falls and our 
great lakes. As I have just said it is 
now claimed that Lake Victoria is great- 
er than Lake Superior, and there is no 
doubt but that ‘tthe Victoria Falls of the 
Zambesi river are bigger than Niagara.

I gxpect to find many new things in the 
land of the Nile. Egypt is now under the 
control of the British and the country is 
booming. Irrigation projects involving 
millions are under way, schools are being 
established, new railroads are building 
and, for the first time since the days of 
the Pharaohs, the Fellaheen are having 
an honest government and moderate tax- 
ation.

Then she told him’to go with his gun 
under the house. At this moment Car- 
rie raised the broom with which she 
was sweeping the floor and went toward 
the door, 
and ran outside, out.of my sight. ‘Don’t 
point that gun at me?’ I heard my 
daughter scream, I hurried to the hall 
to stop the fuss. Then came a report, 
and Carrie fell to the floor. The child 
never spoke a word afterward. 
ran away rrom, tine house and called to 
the neignbors to send for a doctor as he , 
had shot his sister.”’ 

Mrs. Moninger further said that Carrie 


‘wanted her brother to have the gun. 


His mother, however, generally took | 
charge and seldom allowed the use of 
it. During the Christmas holidays her | 
eare in this respect turned to leniency, 
and John had been using the rifle for 
the past two or three days. 

What the Boy Says. 

With an outburst of tears, John Mon- 
inger explained how the accident occur- 
red. - 

“JT was just trying to fool my sister,’ 

he said, “‘and raised the rifle and reser 
it at her. I didn’t mean to shoot, but 
the gun just went off. I think fit must 
have caught in my coat. I didn't be- 
lieve that I had shot her. The. way it 
happened was this: I was cleaning my, 
gun, and to see how it worked put in a. 
cartridge. I: stuck and I went to the 
kitchen to get a knife to prize out the 
bullet. My sister was sweeping out the 
kitchen, and told me not to come in, and 
sne hit me.” 

After telling this Jehn displayed for 
view the palm of his: hand, where could 
be seen a scar, which was the result of 
his having accidentally shot himself 
some ago. This was done with the 
same rifle that killed his sister.

Nations Now the Poorer. 

Scarce a land but has heard the cold 
Swish of the scythe of death, announcing 
the erasure from the roll of the living of 
some name, now ancient in history, now 
new, although honorable in the doings 
of today. The woes of troubles Russia 
will no longer be recorded by her his- 
torian, Taftscheff, for the pen hgs fallen 
from that able hand; and that beautiful 
Princess Palavandoff has met horrible 
death among the burning ruins of her 
chateau. Austria may mourn for Prince 
William of Schaumburg-Lippe and Ferdi- 
nand Von Saar, poet and pessimist—and 
suicide at 73. France misses Louis Gus- 
tave Vapereau, the greatest of her lexico- 
graphers, and. Professor Curie, the dis- 
coverer of radium, whose end befell in 
the crowded boulevards of the brilliant 
capital. Belgium is no more fo receive 
new canvasses from Alfred Stevens or 
new books from Albert Sorel. Germany 
has lost the services of such as 
Richtofen, the diplomat, and Von Hart- 
mann, the philosopher. Italy no longer 
will know in the flesh that clever, tact- 
ful Marquis Visconti-Venosta; nor Spain 
Ramon Bianco or Jose de Peredia; nor 
Japan that Viscount Kodama, who..was 
called the brains of the army of the 
flowery land. In Egypt has died Felix 
Saures, the leading spirit in her banking 
life; in Canada Honore Beaugrand, the 
foremost figure in Dominion journalism: 
in Mexico, Afifredo Chavero, right 
bower to Diaz himself; and in Argentine, 
Carlos Calvo, who first enunciated that 
“doctrine,” so important to the continent 
south of us. 

In the United States there have been in 
all 167 deaths of men and women proper- 
ly classified with “the great’? of modern 
times, with 56 in Emgland, 2! in France 
and !8 in Germany. Italy has lost il, 
Spain 10, Russia 9 and Austria 6. The 
rest of the list, in ones or twos or threes, 
is divided between Argentine, Belgium, 
Canada, Norway, Demark, Hungary, Ja- 
pan, China, Cuba, Guatamala and Mexico. 


In All Fields of Endeavor. 

Loss has come in every walk of life. 
Literature is the poorer by thirty-four 
names no longer on its roster of the liv- 
ing; the allied fiélds of politics ang: di- 
plomacy have lost thirty-nine, and the 
worldwide fellowship of ‘‘men of at- 
fairs thirty-two.

TRYING TO LOCATE FIREBUGS.

Sensation.

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Two Ordinances Were Passed After the Last Prohibition Election and Are 


Still in Force—Some Interesting Legislative History That Is Very 
Pertinent Since the Mayor Has Vetoed an Ordinance for 
Further Regulation of the Liquor Traffic. 


Since the city council passed a new 
ordinance to regulate the liquor traffic, 
and Mayor Woodward vetoed the ordi- 
nance, much interest is being manifested 
in the status of the liquor question in 
Atlanta. 


The mayor gave as one of his reasons 


present laws are good enough and have 
answered for nearly twenty years.’’ 

The question is being asked: ‘What 
are the laws to which the mayor has 
reference?” 

The special ordinance to which he al- 
ludes was dissected and codified and 
therefore cannot be found by searching 
the city code. The records’in the city 
clerk's office had to be searched, and 
it was found that there fn reality were 
two liquor ordinances passed at the time 
the mayor speaks of. One ordinance 
was passed on December 13, 1887, and 
the other, which was in the nature of an 
amendment, on Jamuary 2, 1888. 

When the ordinance of December 13, 
1887, wes passed, it was just after the 
stormy scenes following the second pro- 
hibition election. After the defeat of the 
prohibitionists in the fall of 1887, there 
was a city election for two aldermen and 
six councilmen, and both antis and prohis 
put out tickets. The antis won. 7 

The first Hquor ordinances was agreed 
upon by a committee of citizens and was 
regarded as a compromise measure to 
keep down further prohibition agitation. 
The ordinance was afterwards amended 
by ‘the new council. 

A comparison of the two ordinances 
shows that the only important changes 
were the closing hour and the amount 
of license. The first ordinance placel 
the license at $1,500, and the closing 
hour at I! p. m., while the secong ordil- 
rance made the license $1,000 and the 
closing hovr, !0 p. m, 

There was some changes in the liquor 
districts. 

After reading these two ordinances, ‘+ 
can be ascertained exactly what laws 
the saloons now operate under.

“Sec. 3. Be it further ordained, that the 
price for each license for wholesale gpirtt- 
uous and malt liquors shall be at the 
rate of 31,000 per annum, and the clerk's 
fee of 50 cents, which in each case shail 
be paid quarterly in advance, and the 
holder of such license shall be privilegea 
to sell spirituous or spirituous and malt 
liquors in any quantity or quantities 10t 
less than a commercial quart. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further ordained, that tne 
price of each license to wholesale mait 
liquors shall be at the rate of $500 per 
annum, and the clerk's fee of 50 cents, 
Which may be paid quarterly in advance, 
and the holder of such wholesale license 
shall be privileged to sell malt liquors in 
any quantity or quantities not less than 
@ commercial keg or cask. 

“Sec. 5. That the provisions of the fore- 
going parts of the ordinance shal! go into 
effect from and after July 15, 1907. 

“Bec. 6. Be it further Ordained, That 
no additional license to retail spirituous 
or spirituous and malt liquors in excess 
of the present number ghall hereafter be 
granted by the city of Atlanta untfl the 
population has increased to 120,000, and 
that retail liquor license May then be 
granted, in excess of the present num- 
ber, only in the proportion of one license 
to each 1,500 of population in excess of 
120,000. ’ 

“The foregoing provisions do not ap- 
ply to the bona fide wholesale liquor and 
beer dealers, doing a bona fide whole- 
sale business, nor to retail beer saloons, 
nor to bona fide hotels having and main- 
taining as many as forty. sleeping rooms 
for guests. 

“Bec. 7. Be it further ordained by the 
mayor and general council of the city of 
Atlanta, That the censug of population 
of the city of Atlanta shall be taken from 
time to time, in the discretion of the 
municipal authorities. Said census when 
taken shall be the basis for granting re- 
tail liquor licenses, as aforesaid, until 
another census shall be taken; provided 
that the census by the United States gov- 
ernment shall be accepted as correct at 
such times as the same shall be taken; 
provided further, that the present num- 
ber of retail liquor saloons may or may 
not, in the discretion of the mayor and 
general council, be reduced below their 
present numbers so as to conform to 
said proportion of saloons to popuistion. 

“Sec. 8. Be it further ordained by the 
mayor and general council of the city of 
Atlanta, That from and after the adop- 
tion and approval of this ordinance, each 
applicant for the liquor or beer license 
shall be examined as to his moral char- 
acter, his past record, and as to his 
seeming ability to keep good order in his 
establishment. 

“Sec. 9. Be it further ordained, That 
all ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict with the foregoing are hereby re- 
pealed.’’

It is the wish and desire. of the people of the state that these schools 
should be devoted primarily and chiefly to the dissemination of knowledge 
relating to the agricultural arts. The academic features should be wholly 
incidental, sufficient, of course. to furnish the necessary education in English, 
geography, history, arithmetic and general business principles to make of 
the man a successful farmer. That is all. To go further would be to divert 
the schools from their real purpose. 

Neither Latin nor Greek nor any other foreign language has any place 
whatever in these schools, and they should be emphatically and determinedly 
barred from them. If they are not, then error, in part at least, will have 
been made, 

But Governor Terrell, who has taken active pat in all the work inci- 
dental to the establishment of these schools, has given the people assurance 
that the intent and spirit of the law will be carried out in every particular; 
that these schools will be agricultural schools in fact as well as in name, 

This is what is wanted, and nothing short of this will give satisfaction. 

It will be more than six months yet before these schools will be com- 
pleted and ready to open for their first term. In the meantime there is 
ample opportunity to perfect the curriculum along the lines stated. Of course 
there is no expectation that it will be perfect in the beginning;:- only expe- 
rience and the necessary amendment can make it so. But let it approach 
perfection as nearly as possible, and let that perfection be the acme of agri- 
eultural instruction.

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A LESSON OF A BLACKBERRY PATCH! 
Twelve years ago the mother of Mr. W. S. Witham, of Atlanta, observed 
a bright, ambitious young white girl working in one of the blackberry 
patches of Troup county. In a woman’s sympathetic language she suggested 
to her son that this girl, eager for an education, naturally refined, but abso- 
lutely barred from development by her poverty, be afforded an opportunity to 
get an education. : 

The girl was sent to the LaGrange Female College, and, in course of 
time, repaid every cent that had beeyg advanced for her course. So amply 
did her progress and her gratitude vindicate the judgment of her benefactor, 
that Mr. Witham argued if he could thus help one girl—why not others? So 
he established, about ten years ago, a loan fund of $10,000 available to poor 
girls desiring to enter the LaGrange institution, and regulated on the same 
broad Hines of repayment obtaining in the case of the girl from the berry 
patch. In the subsequent twelve years more than ONE HUNDRED GIRLS 
have been the beneficiaries of this benign philanthropy; the principal, fed 
by interest payments from borrowers, has grown to $23,000. And, in the 
meantime, the little blackberry picker has become one of the most con- 
spicuous figures in the educational ranks of Georgia. 

The Constitution news columns of the last few days told of how the re- 
sults of his first experiment have inspired Mr. Witham to further philan- 
thropy which, while preserving the self-respect and stimulating the energies 
of poor young Georgians, will help hundreds of them along the road to edu- 
cation and substantial citizenship. He hag established in the last week three 
joans similar in operation to the LaGrange loan—one of $5,000 to Young L, 
‘G, Harris College; another of the same amount to Rheinhardt College, Wau- 
leska, Ga., and a third of $5,000 to the Cornelia High School, Cornelia, Ga. 

Twenty-five years ago Joseph E. Brown created a similar endowment 
fund of $40,000 for the purpose of enabling worthy boys to attend the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. Since that time hundreds of boys who,,otherwise, would 
have been deprived of a university education, have become important factors 
in the business and professional world as the result of this golden opportunity 
—~and the fund today is doing its great work in increasing proportions. 

The denominational colleges of the state maintain funds operating to 
the same end, and productive of inspiring results. 

Hedged by restrictions that make for manhood and womanhood while its 
objects for useful, self-supporting citizenship—so regulated as to automatic- 
ally increase its scope of operation—this brand of philanthropy is the sort 
most needed by Georgia and humanity at large. It is to be hoped that other 
wealthy men in the state will be moved to similarly noble work.

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THE REMEDY OF GOOD MANAGEMENT. 


Denial after denial may be entered of the assertion that bad management 
has much to do with the present inadequate and miserably deficient service 
which the rafiroads are rendering the people; and yet such denials, even when 
coupled with the showing that similar conditions are generally prevalent, will 
not convince us, so long as the effects of good management are even remotely 
apparent. 

There is right at our doors a case in point. The Constitution has been 
publishing from day to day a list of the passenger train arirvals in Ailanta, 
printing in black face type the numbers and designations of those trains ar- 
riving more than one hour behind schedule time. 

The one railroad, as part of a through system, the names of whose trains 
have seldom appeared in black type, is the Western and Atlantic which, work- 
ing in conjunction with the Nashville, Chattanooga and Sst. Louis, brings 
through trains or through sleepers daily from Chicago and St. Louis. 

Whence arises this ability of the Nashville, Chattanooge and St. Louis 
and Western and Atlantic to make better schedule time and to give better 
service than the other railroads entering Atlanta? 

It canBot be because these roads have less traffic than others. The truth 
is there are few roads in the south with heavier traffic than they have, There 
is not a single railroad in Georgia whose gross and net earnings per mile 
anywhere approximate those of the Western and Atlantic. 

Is it a question of rolling stock? Certainly the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis and Western and Atlantic are in no wise specially favored in 
the respect of securing such equipments. The recent loss, or disabling by fire 
of a dozen cr more engines belonging to these roads, must have severely 
crippled them; but we have not been able to find that this loss has made 
any material difference in schedules. ao 

Wherein, then, lies the secret of the success of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis in giving at least the best service of all the railroads en- 
tering Atlanta? | 

It possesses no exceptional advantages over other lines ig those respects. 
wherein the fault is generally supposed to lie, and it is contending with all

Here, then, is a practical illustration of the possibiitties of 


senting no original investment of cap- 
ital and standing as a constantly ab- 
sorbing sponge to absorb surplus rev- 
enues that ought to go to permanent 
improvement. 

Herein lies the remedy which the 
railroads first owe to the public. 

Then, if nothing is accomplished, if 
the service cannot be bettered, if 
schedules are still broken with daily 
reguiarity—then let the schedules out 
to such extent as is necessary to 
make the advertised running time. If 


two hours will not do it, add four or 


eight or double the schedules, if it 
must be, but declare schedules which 
the trains can make. 

We believe the remedy lies in the 
first suggestion. 
lengthening of schedules come, but 
let it come as a last resort—a confes- 
sion of the prior claim of Wall street, 
and of inability to give the service 
the public has a right not only to ex- 
pect, but to demand. 


Triumph of the Horse. 

Concurrent with the alleged gradual 
passing of the horse before the onward 
rush of the automobile, come interest- 
ing reports of the rapid growth and 
development of another industry in 
which the horse plays the part of 
“piece de resistance” to the tune of 
about 20 cents per pound. 

This field of equine usefulness is 
just now developing in marked degree 
in the countries of Burope where, in 
most of them; the sale of horseflesh 
is becoming a recognized branch of 
the butchering business. 

There is nothing particularly new 
about the eating of horse meat; the 
interest{g fact is that in many Euro- 
pean countries it is becoming so gen- 
eral that one may find displayed in 
attractive form on restaurant menus 
the choicest cuts from filly chops to 
2-year-old tenderloins. 

Says a recent consular report from 
Belgium: 

Those accustomed to eat horsefiesh 
are loud in its praise, ang declare it 
to be as palatable as beef, and that 
many persons eat horseflesh under the 
impression that they are eating beef. 
There is no doubt that ‘hhorsefiesh is 


growing in favor. Ht sells for about 

half the price of beef or mutton, 

Let the automobile come on! 
Cheapen it, if you will, to the point of 
the retirement of the horse from ac- 
tive service. Here still is te be found 
the equine triumph, at least the tri- 
umph of death, 

Continuing, 
Liege, says: 

The dealers in hhorse meat are most 
active in proclaiming the prime qual- 
ity of their article and a campaign of 
persuasion is now going on. They 
contend that the horse in ancient 
times was held in high esteem; that 
the eating of horseflesh dates back 
before the eighth century, and that in 
China the horse has been eaten for 
six hundred years. The first Buro- 
pean people Openly practicing hip- 
pophagy were those of Denmark in 
1807, when Napoleon invaded that 
country. The Germans also attribute 
that practice in their country to the 
same person during the wars of 1815, 
at which time the food supply was 
very low. The (first hippophagic 
Slaughter House -was created in Prus- 
sia in 1847, also a year of . great 
famine. 

In Belgium the eating of horsefiesn 
dates back to 1870, from which time 
it has been increasing steadily. ‘I'he 
only seeming obstacle to its immediate 
popularity is the prevailing impression 
that only the wornout animal unable 
to further gerve as a dray horse ig 
handed over to the butcher for slaugh- 
ter and sale. This impression is no 
doubt circulated by the beef dealers. 
In Liege many colts are slaughtered 
for sale, as well as young horses. The 
charge for slaughtering and apprais- 
ing at the public slaughter house is 
50 cents for a horse and 32 cents for 
a young horse under eighteen months. 
The animal undergoes the same rigid 
inspection given to beef, mutton or 

‘pork, which inspection is under the su- 
pervision of a veterinary duly recog- 
nized and appointed by the govern- 
mental authorities, under whose guid- 
ance the public abattoir is administer- 
ed. The number of horses and caits 
slaughtered for Liege in 1904 was 

1,287 and it is estimated at 2,000 head 

for 1906. The choice cuts of horse 

meat sell for about 20 cents a pound, 
while the beef commands about g5 
cents. 

The horse meat compaign is on, 
and the prejudice against it seems to 
be gradually disappearing. How soon 
ic will invade America, there is no 
way of knowing, but that it is bound 
to come there is little doubt. 

What if the horse should ultimately 
furnish us with a happy and satisfac- 
tery solution of the beef trust prob- 
lem?

As I have 
been the only one, to my knowledge, en- 
tering my protest, I must ask space to 
say that anything I have written on the 
subject has been with the curriculum 
approved by the governor before me, 
and, as Professor Stewart, of the unl- 
versity, writes me, the one indorsed by 
the boards of trustees of ten of these 
schools. This shows the program and 
the influence of shaping it. 

The university, through its professor 
or secondary education, had for some 
time been carfying on a propaganda to 
use the fertilizer fees to establish state 
high schools “to fill the gap’ between 
the common schools and the university, 
nothing however about agriculture being 
included. This proposition had not met 
with favor. Most people thought that it 
would be better to leave this field to the 
local communities as provided for in the 
McMichael bill and to the denomina- 
tions who had builded many splendid 
secondary schools—that such local 
schools would more successfully adopt 
themselves to the needs of the environ- 
ment of each than schools directed by 
a central bureau at Athens; that this 
would be better than to creat throughout 
the state an educational trust under the 
eontrol of the university faculty, or to 
risk the danger of paralyzing the good 
work already undertaken by private or 
local or philanthropic enterprise. 

The plan looked weil om paper on ac- 
eount of the “interallation and corrella+ 
tion and wniformity’’ which it thsured. 
But mere uniformity may be had at too 
great a sacrifice. China achieved it and 
sandpapered it 2,000 years ago, but has 
never advanced an inch since, So per- 
sistent, however, was Professor Stewart 
and apparently so deeply impressed with 
the plan was the governor that they 
both endeavored to have me substitute 
for the bill which I had introduced, a 
measure providing for these university 
high schools with simply an agricultural 
course added, but with no provision for 
a farm or actual industrial training. 

This I declined. positively to do as long 
as there was hope for something better. 
I kept the resolution drafted by the 
governor, however, to use possibly as at 
least a step in the right direction if the 
pending bill should fall. 

As it was the bill passed without a 
hint of high schools in it. I am not 
criticising these gentlemen. They had 
a right to their own views. This high 
school idea, nevertheless, seems hard 
to die, Professor Crogby, of the de- 
partment of agriculture, submitted to 
the first conference on the curriculum 
for these schools a system of agricul- 
tural instruction wihch was a. miracle 
of completeness and comprehensive- 
ness. The only question I made to it 
was that it did not include sufficient 
actual productive work—only three 
hours three days in the week being 
provided for actual work on the farm. 
With this corrected I was prepared to 
be much pleased. But on top of that, 
to my dismay, Professor Stewart had 
an elaborate gcademic curriculum( in- 
cluding all usual high school branches, 
sufficient in itself to exhaust the ener- 
ies of the pupils and to drown out

The United States was aldut the last 
country to take an interest in the 
Esperanto movement, but, despite that 
fact, there are many Americans now 
proficient in the language, and are giv- 
ing their efforts to its advancement. 

The American Esperanto Association, 
with headquarters at Boston, hes done 
much to extend interest in the language, 
and the American WBsperantist is a 
jOurnal pwhlished in the interest of the 
cause. | 

We have seen something of the suc- 
cess and progress of the Esperanto 
movement, now let us consider a little 
the language itself. An accurate con- 
ception of the merits of the tongue is 
the best argument in its favor. 

In\ the making of Esperanto its in- 
ventor worked on the principle of pbuild- 
ing with material already in use—taking 
what was cOmmon to all the principal 
national languages, and eliminating what 
was accidental or pecutlar to each, The 
dictionaries of modern European lan- 
guages were examined and the words 
common to all were selected. Special 
endings were dropped and the root 
words thus obtained were taken ag the 
basis of the new language, and they un- 
derwent no changes beyond conforming 
to the system of Esperahto — spelling. 
Thus the rot words setected were those 
already known fo the greatest number 
of persOns of average education. 

It i# estimated that of an ordinary 
page of Esperanto text, an Englishman, 
without previous study of the language, 
would recognize 70 per cent of the 
words; an Italian, 60 per cent; a Span- 
iard, 42 per cent; a Frenchman, .80 per 
cent, and a German, 40 per cent. 

The student of Esperanto has the ad- 
vantage over the student of any na- 
tional language, in that he can largely 
from his Own vocabulary by the con- 
junction of the root words, of which 
there are about 2,000, with certain clear- 
Iv defined affixes, of which there are 
about forty. 

These affixes,

from existing languages. 


The spelling in Esperanto is phonetic— 
the pronunciation conforming absolutely 
to the writing. There are no mute or 
double letters, and the rule for accentua- 
tion is invariable—the accent always 
falling on the syllable next to the last 
(except, of course, in monosyllables), and, 
as each letter has always the same 
sound, all difficulty in pronounciation Is 
avoided. 

The Esperanta grammar has been re- 
duced, it would seem, to the last degree 
of simplicity and regularity. 

There are, perhaps, less than twenty 
terminations or grammatical flexions, all 
uniform and invariable, which mark the 
plural and case of nouns, . distinguish 
the tenses and moods of verbs, and form 
the participles. There are no irregular 
verbs in Esperanto, and there fs only one 
article, la—singular and plural, mascu- 
line, feminine and neuter. 

Each part of speech is determined by its 
termination. 

Ali nouns fn the singular end in o: 
Patro, father. 

All adjectives end in a: patra, pater- 
nal. 

All adverbs end in e: patre, in a father- 
ly manner. 

J marks the, plural: 
fathers. 

An adjective qualifying a noun in the 
plural takes also the plural form: bonaj 
domoj, good houses. (j is pronounced like 
y.) 

N marks the objective case ,and the 
direction toward which one goes. Mi 
trovis la libron, I found the book.

These examples suffice to illustrate the 
simple and rational construction of Es- 
peranto. To further show its efficiency 
and adaptability as a medium of com- 
munication, I append a short letter in the 
language, and. the translation into Ey4- 
lish:

South Atlanta in May last, and the recént 
riotous disturbanees which occurred both 
in the city and South Atlanta, the ét- 
fects of which bore directly upon _tme 
work of this office. 

‘In the former case I visited thirty 
families, victims of this disaster, and dis- 
bursed $194, contributed by the citizens 
of Atlanta for their relief. This money 
was used in providing provisions nec- 
essdry at the time and paying house rent 
for these thirty families for one montn. 

“In the latter case, with W. G. Cooper, 
secretary of the citizens’ relief commit- 
tee, I visited eighty-two families, victims 
of this unfortunate disturbance, burted 
the dead and adjusted some small matters 
of damages among them to the amount 
of $1,000, this amount having been ap 
propriated by council for this specific pur- 
pose, besides assisting Mr. Cooper and 
the citizens’ relief committee in d@isburs- 
ing something over $4,000 which was 
raised by a mass meeting of citizens Tor 
the relief of these unfortunate people. 
However complex tha situation may have 
been, we believe we accomplished ‘tne 
task with pleasure to ourselves and satis- 
faction to all concerned. 

“In my last annual report I recom- 
mended, and again urge upon the atten- 
tion of council, the importance of estab- 
lishing a detention home at some pace 
other than police headquarters for women 
and children ang to which even juvenile 
offenders could be sent. As it is now, 
we make a distinction in name only, the 
fact of having been sent to police ‘head-~- 
quarters instead of having a veneficial 
effect frequently produces the opposite 
result. In other words, it has a tendency 
to destroy self-respect, without which it 
is almost impossible to reclaim the in- 
dividual. In this connection, the Travel- 
ers’ Aid Society, which keeps a represen- 
tative at each of the depots, and to which 
the city contributes $300 annually, will 
bear testimony to the urgency of iis 
need. 

“The Grady hospital, being maintained 
exclusively by city aid at an annual cost 
of $50,000, should be enlarged so as to 
accommodate those recommended for ad- 
mittance by city officials. As it is, the 
institution has only 120 beds, which is 
about half the number in hospitals lo- 
cated in other Georgia cities of half the 
population of <Altlanta. The demands 
upon the city today for hospital service 
are greater than at any period in its his- 
tory, and this demang can only be met 
by the Grady hospital, which is inade- 
quate. 

“To meet the requirements of Our 
rapidly growing city, a2 new and modern 
hospital should be built and used for 
whites exclusively, while the present 
Grady hospital could then be used for 
negroes and. emergency cases. On an 
official inspection of the hospital, we 
found even the nurses’ quarters very un- 
desirable—a small house located in the 
rear of the main building, with cement 
floors, and wholly unsuited for home life. 
A pbuilding should also be erected for 
‘outside dressing,’ where patients who 
come daily to the hospital to have their 
wounds dressed could go, instead of, as 
it is now, crowding the narrow hallways 
while waiting to be treated. 

“It is estimated that a laundry plant 
established at the hospital woOuld prob- 
ably save $2,000 per year in this item 
alone. Owing to the ramification of the 
buildings, they should be equipped with 
telephones, thereby saving time and add- 
ing much to the efficiency of the institu- 
tion. 

“I desire also to recommend one of 
the vital needs of this enlightened age, 
one which I think Atlanta should inau- 
gurate without any hesitancy, and that 
is fOr the protection of that class of 
our unfortunate citizens who through 
the use of narcotics have become dis- 
eased and are incapable of controlling 
their appetites, the result being that 
they can barely eke out an existence. To 
continually sentence one of these un- 
fortunates to the work house fOr the 
use of narcotics is abhorrent to the 
better sentiment of the day. By nature 
of the position I hold, this question has 
forced itself upon my attention, and for 
the last few years I have egiven it seri- 
ous thought. 

“This end can be accomplished in a 
practical way: the city owns four and 
one-half acres and a good building in the 
Carrie Steele Ophans’ hOme, and if the 
board of control of that institution would 
consent to its removal to South Atlanta, 
these grounds, with the building, 


of Atlanta cleared of these unfortunate 


doubt many of them. could be reclaimed. 

“The Home for Incurables was given 
$1,500 by the city for the year 1906; 
this, added to other donations and from 
pay patients, met all demands for cur- 
rent expenses. They have taken care of 
twelve patients daily during the year, 
and the management deserves commenda- 
tion for its work. : 

“The Home of the Friendless has had 
a daily average of sixty children during 
the year, and, next to the Grady hos- 
pital, is the largest beneficiary of the 
city, having received $3.000 for its 
maintenance during the year. Under the 
control of the self-Sacrificing ladies who 
compose the board of managers, the in- 
stitution is well managed, and accom- 
plishing much good for the city. 

The Sheltering Arms, where infants and 
children up to 10 years of age ere cared 
for, received $15,000 from the city dur- 
ing the year, and like similar institu- 
tions partly maintained by ity aid, is 
under a board composed of good ladies 
who sacrifice their time to its manage- 
ment. ‘There are now fifty-two children 
in the institution, 

The FlorencesCrittenden home received

sentative colored citizens should take a 
more active interest in this institution, 
as it directly affects their race. Fre- 
quent visits should be made to the home 
and a careful and watchful supervision 
of the management maintained by them.’ 

Carter's Home for Aged Negrees, at 
187% West Mitchell street, was given 
$600 this year. As this institution .s 
under the direct supervision of its founder, 
Rev. E. B. Carter, we feel that he is ac- 
complishing as much in proportion to the 
amount received, as any of the other in- 
stitutions. 
Under Mrs. Nellie Peters Bla the 
seven free kindergartens located Ly dif- 
ferent sections of the city, are in a flour- 
ishing condition, having enrolled 510 
children during the year. The schools 
have been aided by the city to the extent 
of $900 during the, year, the total cost of 
their maintenance being about $3,000, 
The cooperation of the parents of the 
children in this laudable work is having 
a good effect, this being the most- pros- 
pcrous year of their existence. 

Before closing this report on {fnstitu- 
tions, I wish to pay a deserved tribute 
to one that bears its full share of 
“charity’’ work ‘“‘unadvertised,’’ and 
that is the Fulton county alms house. 
During the year I have investigated end 
sent to this institution niney-two un- 
fortunates at a cost of $176.25 for their 
transportation thereto, I desire to thank 
all connected with the board of county 
commissioners for the many courtesies 
extended me during the year. 

From December 25,:1905. to December 
25, 1906, from all sources I had 2,254 
Calls, against 2,761 for last year; 1,860 
for the year preceding that. I have ob- 
served that the weather during our win- 
ter months materially affects the number 
of calls for temporary assistance, and 
this is explained when it is taken into 
consideration the class of houses occu- 
pied by our poorer classes, both white 
and colored, some of which are almost 
untenantable even for the summer 
months. These calls include outdoor re- 
lief, burials, transportation and thosé@ 
sent to institutions, and represents 1,443 
separate families. As evidence of the 
far-reaching results of the work accom- 
plished through this office, upon the con. 
servative basis of five people to the fam- 
ily, 7,000 people were directly affected 
by this work, all of which was accom- 
plished by my own efforts, even the rou- 
tine office work. As T estimate about 40 
rer cent of our population colored, the 
number of calls for relief from them are 
in about the same proportion. All char- 
ity, of course, should be based’ upon the 
broad proposition of removing the mause 
for the want of relief as near as prac- 
tical. If out of “‘work’’ it should be fur- 
nished them; if “lazy,” they should be 
made to work: if “‘sick,’’ they should 
be cared for; if “ignorant,” instructed 
and if without “character,”’ the broad 
influence of the church exerted. 

For general benevolence there were is- 
Sued during the year 1.166 orders for 
food and fuel, amounting to $1,939.13: 
buried 125 colored, and 62 white pan- 
pers, at a cost of $9965.25. and issued 
476 orders for railroad tickets 
transporting 662 men, women and chil- 
dren out of the city at a cost of $2,714.92 
for their transportation. Of this amount 
the city contributed $651.44, the re- 
mainder having been raised in various 
ways, usually by friends and acquaint- 
ances Of applicants or by church worg- 
ers.

The Standard Oil company’s wagon quit!

Oil-in a-short while, making it necessary 
for families to look for something else 
for lights. 

The oil famine was broken yesterday 
by the receipt of a tank car of oil, but 
it will mot last more than a day or s0, 
as tie adjoining towns get their supply 
here. It is also announced that the sup- 
ply of coal is about exhausted and the 
chances are that there will be none here 
in the next week or two. The large de- 
mand caused by the recent severe 
weather and the delay In transit is re- 
sponsible for this condition. , 

For the past ten days the traffic on the 
roads has been very bad. Passenger 
trains have been from one to four or five 
hours late and even then they would not 
Vring important mail, “missed connec- 
tion” being announced as the cause. The 
¢rains from Savannah have been 
especially pad, mail from that city due 
here at 8:43 in the morning not having 
arrived before iate {n the afternoon dur- 
ing the past ten days. 

There has not been so much kicking 
over this matter, but the public pretty 
well understands that the railroads, like 
other lines of business, have more than 
they could handle. 

The jam on the passenger trains on all 
the roads during the present week has 
been something terrific. The trains have 
carried many extra cars, but hardly has 
there been standing room for the pas- 
sengers. The jam at the local depot for 
two or three days is said to have been 
the greatest ever known. <A gentleman 
from (New York, who is visiting relatives 
here, says he has never seen Coney Is- 
land, with its crowds swarming for 
boats and conveyances back to the eity, 
so thoroughly congested as have been 
the depots here with people trying to get 
on the trains.

Which Took the Weather 
for Months—Enormous 
Loss Is Entailed. 


Special Cable. 

London, December 29.—Mr. W. J. Orr, 
who with Mr. H. W. Macalister and Mr. 
A. N. Whyte, has just completed a sec- 
ond visit to the cotton-growinhg states of 
America on behalf of the Lancashire pri- 
vate cotton investigating commission, ar- 
rived in Liverpool on Saturday by the 
Cunard liner Caronia. In an interview 
with a representative of the Manchester 
Guardian, Mr. Orr gave some of his itm- 
pressions of American methods of hand- 
ling and marketing cotton. 

The former visit, he. explained, . took 
place at the growing season. The com- 
missioners then saw how the cotton piant 
is treated in its early stages of growth. 
This time they arrived in the cotton belt 
at the picking time; they, therefore, saw 
a good deal of the American methods of 
handling and marketing the cotton, and 
the result of their observations will in 
due time be embodied in a report to the 
commission which sent them out, and of 
which Mr. C. W. Macara is chairman. 
The object, of course, of both visits was 
the same—“to make inquiry on the spot, 
so as to ascertain as nearly as possible 
the cost of growing cotton, and the 
economical conditions under which it is 
produced in the cotton belt of the United 
States of America: and to invéstigate the 
methods of ginning, baling, handling, 
marketing, and transport, of the prod- 
uct.” 

Crude and Wasteful Methods. 

With regard to the marketing and hand- 
ling of the cotton, Mr. Orr speaks very 
strongly. The practice in each case is 
deplorable. He has brought back with 
him some photographs, taken by him- 
self, which ilbustrate more forcibly than 
words do the crude and wasteful meth- 
ods of cotton handling. Mr. Orr says 
that the methods now in vogue have not 
changed for fifty years. Apparently the 
cotton growers have not yet been brought 
into touch with modern business life. 
They are in a great measure in the 
bondage of protection, and the forma- 
tion of trust after trust tends to keep 
them there. The cotton is put into bales 


only in a primitive fashion. The real 
pressing is reserved for a later period 
and at another place. Consequently the 
railway companies cannot handle the cot- 
ton as readily as they ought to do. 
Twenty-five of the planter’s: bales fill a 
railway car, whereas if they were proper- 
ly pressed at the outset you could put 
from 80 to 100 bales of similar weight in 
a car. There is thus a shortage of cars, 
and when the cotton reaches the com- 
press towns it is bundled out of the cars 
on to the ground and left there in the 
open. In some cases thousands of bales 
are left in the streets for months in the 
d rain. 
gee ns we were in Memphis,” Mr. Orr 
said, ‘‘the streets for miles along the rail- 
way line were blocked with cotten that 
had been tipped off railway trucks. It 
was raining heavily, and there was no 
cover for the cotton bales, This kind of 
handling obviously leads to an enormous 
amount of waste. If the cotton could 
be eompressed straight away in the same 
form as the Egyptian bales the cotton 
could be handled by the railway compa- 
nies with about one-third of the cars 
that are now Fequired.”’ 
Promise of Better Methods. 

The railwaye companies recognize tne 
defects of the present system and gave 
the commissioners all the help in their 
power. “They sent along with us very 
well informed men who were able to put 
us in the right direction at every turn.: 

Much of the backwardness comes, in 
Mr. Orr’s opinion, from the vested in- 
terests of bankers, merchants, and, in 
some cases, the railway companies them- 
selves in the “compress,” Which is @ 
very expensive machine and out of which 
they make considerable profit. The com- 
missioners met most of the railway com- 
panies and explained these matters very 
fully to them, and they hope ne rai- 
way magnates will give a special rate 
for cotton compressed at the plantation. 
That seems tto-be the only way of induc- 
ing the planters to put down machinery 
which will produce a bale. in the re- 
quired form: At the present time the 
planter would have to pay the same rates 
for carriage whether the cotton were 
properly pressed or not. “If this is done 
we are hopeful it will be the beginning 
of better methods. It will, however, 4 
fear, be hampereg Dy the trusts. ‘hese 
things seem to enter into everything m 
America. We found them on every hand. 
A very great saving would unquestion- 
ably be made if suitable machinery were 
introduced. The expense and loss trom 
the bale leaving the gin and arriving at 
the port of shipment are enormous. These 
heavy charges tend, of course, to ewer 
the price of the staple to spinners. ‘re 
method of transit in an imperfectly press- 
ed condition is responsible for most ot 
the. damage and the high rate of insur- 
ance. In many cases, as I have said, the 
bales are left in the compress towns for 
months. ‘They are put on open cars ex- 
posed to sparks from the engine, and 
not infrequently happens that water is 
sprinkled over the cotton to minimize tue 
risk of its taking fire.”

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Ex-Secretary af Treasury Ready 
to Return fo New York 


Declaree That the New York Life

Fair- 
child, ex-secretary of the United States 
treasury, who, with George W. Perkins, 
of New. York, was indicted by the grand 


jury on charges of forgery in the third 
degree in gonnection with the affairs 
of the New York Life Insurance Cgm- 
pany has been in this city for three 
weeks. When informed of the action 
taken by’ the grand jury, Mr. Fairchild 
said: 

“Tt have just received a cable message 
from my lawyers in the United States 
giving me a summarized report of the 
proceedings. | shall answer that J per- 
sonally derived no profit from the trans- 
action on which the indictments are 
based, which were entirel yfor the bene- 
fit of the policy holders of the New York 
Life Insurance Company. Tae matters 
referred to are probably in connection 
with the Chicago and Northwestern and 
the St. Paul railroad securities, of which 
the insurance company held _ large 
amounts. Under its by-laws the com- 
pany, it was believed, must remove the 
stocks from its assets,eand it could not 
sell such large amounts of inactive stocks 
without serious loss and apparently re- 
quested the trust company, of which I 
am president, to take these stocks and 
hold then until an advantageous sale 
could be maiie. The books of tae trust 
companies show that these stocks were 
taken. Subsequently for some reason 
the holdings were changed into the form 
of loans to individuals and later, I am 
told, the stecks were sold with a profit 
otf several thousands of dollars to the 
policy holders of the insurance company 
with no profit or advantage to any other 
company or individual. 

‘The transaction occurred long ago, 
and 4 cannot now be certain about the 
details. What I state is based on a 
recent inspection of the books of tae 
trust company and from statements made 
to me by others. I have no recollection 
of any affair connected with Prussian 
bonds.’’

day and night philosophically; others 
there were who insistea' on complaining 
bitterly and apparently refused: to be 
pomforted. Business men stated that 
Shey had lost engagements which were 
certain to prove most costly. Others 
ghere were who insisted that they were 
hurrying to meet loved ones who were 
ill and were greatly worried in conse- 
quence. The trip proved a particularly 
hard one for the women and children 
who were passengers.

Extra Expense Entaiied. 

Other sufferers were some of the poorer 
passengers who were not prepared to 
meet the extra expense entailed by an 
extra day and night on the road. Very 
many people, even those who have 
money, often run short while on a trip 
and only allow a sufficient sum to_meet 
the incidental expenses for the trip 
home, But in these present.days of 
trains delayed from a few hours to a 
day and a night, this is a very bad plan, 
and very liable to result in much incOn- 
venience, if not actual suffering. But, 
fortunately, the American people are gen- 
erous, and, while there is anything to 
be had, every one is sure to be cared 
for, and the women and children made 
comfortable as possible, first of all. 

Of course the delay of a day and 
a night was due to a wreck, which was 
an unforeseen. accident, but, while this 
was true, it also brought with it incon- 
venience to all of the passengers and 
more serious results to some. 

Better conditions prevailed among the 
trains arriving at the uuion depot.

Contracts for Granite Foundation 
Material of Upper Structure 
- Depends on the Bids 
Beceived. 


Whether or not the new million-dollar 
government building for Atlanta will. be 
built of marble or with a _ granite 
foundation and the apper structure of 
marble or entirely of granite, depends 
upon the bids. 

Should a cotitractor bid to erect the 
whole building in marble for $1,000,000, 
the bid would undoubtedly be accepted 
by the treasury department; but bids 
must. be for either granite or martie 
above the granite foundation, after the 
contract for the granite foun‘tion is 
let, and bids for foundation anu upper 
structure must not exceed the appro- 
priation of $1,000,000 for the whole 
bullding. 

It has been generally hoped in At- 
lanta, since the appropriation was ob- 


be built of Georgia marble. The govern- 
ment building in Savannah is construct- 
ed of this material, and the beauty of 
its appearance has been a matter of 
general comment. 

The Constitution received last night 
the following special from Washington 
in regard to the new building: 

Washington, December 29.—(Special.)— 
The contractg for building the founda- 
tions and basement of the Atlanta post- 
office will be let when the bids are 
opened on January 10. 

The specifications for this work call 
for granite, and all the ids must be 
based on granite. Architects of the 
treasury department have n°t yet com- 
pleted the specifications for the struc- 
ture above the basement. Whether this 
part of the building is to be granite 
Or marble, or what proportion of it is 
to be granite, and what marbie, will 
depend altogether upon the bids. 

Representative’ Livingston inquired to- 
day at the department, and this informa- 
tion was given him. Colonel Livingston 
has been receiving a large number of 
letters from gentlemen in Atlanta and 
elsewhere in Georgia who are under the 
impression that the whole upper structure 
will be of marble. He is unable to say, 
and the treasury Officials are unable to 
say, as to this. As- soon ag the con- 
tract ts let for the granite basement, 
then the specifications for the rest of the 
structure will be announced and the bids 
must be either for marble or for granite. 
Both bids must come within the amount 
authorized, which is a million dollars, 
and if any one firm makeg a bid to 
erect the whole buliding in marble, the 
probability is that it would be accept- 
ed. Colonel Livingston says that he 
shall insist that at least the inside 
facings and the finishings shall be of 
marble. The rest must depend upon the 


bids.

this character the license has been re- 
stored after the saloon had been closed 
up, and in another instance I learn thet 
a fee was paid by and accepted from the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association for services 
to be rendered.

Birmingham, <Ala., December 29.—The 
meeting of the directors and officers of 
the Southern League concluded in Bir- 
mingham this afternoon was the most 
peaceful in the history of the league.

Then every club will have to waive the 
player before he 7can be farmed out, it 
being stipulated that any club in the 
league can have the player for $400, 

The salary limit was fixed again at 
$2,700. The limit of the number of 
players will be fourteen, and both of these 
limits“will not be effective until thirty 
days after the opening of the season, 
which is an extension of the time limit. 

The spring meeting of the league wil! 
ed held in Atlanta towards, the end of 
February, at which time a schedule will 
be adopted. President Kavanaugh was 
reelected without opposition... Lowry Ar- 
nold, of Atlanta, was chosen vice presi- 
dent. 

The only change in the directorate was 
the election of R. H. Bamgh, of Bir- 
mingham, to succeed J. L. Palmer, of 
Nashville. 

A new board of trustees wag chosen, the 
members being Presidgnt Coleman,. of 
Memphis; President Kuhn, of Nashville, 
and Mr. Rather, of Little Rock.. 

The guarantee fund of the league was 
incr _ased to $10,000. 

President Kavanaugh’s report showed 
the league in excellent financial standing. 
The seafon will begin April 10, and 140 
games will be played.

MRS. STAMPER 
ASKS FOR TRIAL 


Commitment Trial Wanted 
by Four Persons in 
Tower. 


Mrs. Wilkie Stamper, Mrs. Bessie Gary, 
Miss Addie Goss and R. A. Jordan, who 
are held in the Tower at the instance of 
the coroner’s jury in connection with the 
murder of Bailiff John Dodgen, who was 
found dead on Sunday morning, De- 
cember 16, On the porch of Mrs. 
Stamper’s home, on Marietta street, with 
a ‘ullet hole in his head, applied yves- 
terday morning to Judge Pendleton, in 
the superior court, for a commitment 
trial. Judge Pendleton said that he would 
transfer the case to Judge Roan, to be 
heard Monday morning at 9 -o’clock, 
taking it up himself in the event that 
Judge R0an was unable to undertake it. 

The attorneys of the four suspects, 
John W. Moore and J. A. Branch, made 
the application yesterday, and the pris- 
oners were brought into court. John A. 
Dodgen, the father of the murdered man, 
opposed the immediate hearing of the 
case, stating that he expected to prove 
that, cOntrary to Mrs. Stamper’s state- 
ment, three shots instead of one wére 
fired on the night his son was killed, 
and that the door, which it was claimed 
his son had tried to batter in, was not 
fastened at all, but was found unlocked 
and unbolted by the parties who discov- 
ered the dead man that Sunday morn- 
ing. . 

The attorneys for the applicants re- 
sisted. the motion for a further con- 
tinuance, insisting that the state had 
‘had ample time to prepare its case and 
subpoena witnesses. 

Judge Pendleton, however, held that 
the death of Dodgen was alleged to 
have accurred on the porch of the house 
in which the four defendants were. al- 
leged to have been on the night in gues- 
tion, and that the puwbilic’s rights in the 
matter must be protected. The hearing, 
therefore, went Over until Monday.

FRANCE AND THE CONCORDAT 


‘By Rev. Alfred E. Seddon. . 


By far the most significant political ,forem 


movement of today is the struggle going 
on in France between the church and the 
State. It is the French revolution reas- 
serting itself. It is doing over again the 
glorious work of the pure-minded pa- 
triots who began the revolution. It is 
the undoing of the fatal work accom- 
plished by the first Napoleon, who, right- 
ly regarded, wag not the frie:d, but tlie 
foe; not the defender, but the destroyer 
of the French revolution. 


Victor Hugo, himself a natriotic 
Frenchman; yet looking on recer:t history

finds himself reconcilec to Waterloo in 
this reflection. “It we ecessary,”’ said 


he, “that the great man should fall in|court, a nobility, a clergy, all the ap- 


order that the great people should rise.”’ 
Progress is assured by the greatness of 
the people, not by the greatness of a 
man. Spurgeon said, “Th ebest of men 
are but men at the best,”’ and we may 
similarly say that the greatest of men 
are but men after all. Napoleon I, with 
“ll his greatness, was but man; fallible, 
having weaknesses, personal ambitions, 
selfish aims that discounted much that 
lifted him above the level of his kind. 
With much that was eplendid in the man, 
there was mucn that was mean. That 
man, who in some aspects is a veritable 
Hyperion, in other aspects grovels like 
a reptile. It would seem as though he 
were destined to suffer the curse pro- 
nounced on his prototype. “‘Pecause thou 
hast done this, cursed art thou... 
upon thy belly shalt thoy go and dust 
shalt thow eat.’ 

Tom Watson, the Georgian, the demo- 
cratic historian, has written one of the 
most appreciative histories of Napoleon 
ever published. That thistory cannot be 
acquitted on the charge of . partiality. 
He excuses often where he Should blame, 
he admires sometimes where he should 
condethn; but when he comes to the ne- 
gotiation of the concordat he has no word 
of excuse, he has to admit that his idol 
has fallen, all the democracy in his soul 
rises in protest against the iniquity of 
the concordat.
